TINKER REJECTS 
S40-A-WEEK Jb 
IN OWN BREWERY 


St. Louisan Declares New Or- 
leans Receiver’s Ofer Is 


Zach W. Tinker, St. Louis millionaire 
brewer and one time aspirant <o the 
mayoralty, has announced that he will 
not accept the $40-a-week job as solicit- 
or, offered him by John McGraw, receiv- 


er of the Security Brewery, Tinker’s 
New Orleans proper? 

“It is a gratuitous. insult,’” said Tinker 
to a Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
New Orleans, speaking of McGraw’s ac- 
tion in asking that Tinker and his.son, 
George Tinker, be placed on the brewery 
payroll at $40 a week each. 

“Neither my son nor 1 will accept the 
charity jobs,” he continued. ‘“‘We want 
no favors. We want only justice. The 
company will soon be released from the 
receiver's hands and the property, which 
I have spent 15 years in developing, will 
soon be again in my control.” 

St. Louis friends of Tinker, who are 
acquainted with his financial affairs, 
said Thursday that he still retained his 
large holdings in the Independent Brew- 
eries Co., which absorbed his St. Louis 
brewery, the Columbia. One friend esti- 
mated his holdings of stock at $700,000, 
besides real estate and other holdings 
amounting to several hundred thou- 
sand more.* He holds almost all the 
stock of the New Orleans brewery, it 
was stated, and the receivership was 
brought about by his own request, be- 
cause of dull business. . 

Lives in Luxury. 

New Orleans (dispatches state that 
Tinker has moved from the - Hotel 
Gruenewald, where he oecupied”“an ex- 
pensive suite, to a fashionable boarding 
house on St. Charles street. His son 
George Tinker, occupies apartments in 
the Octavia, the most expensive apart- 
ment house in the city. Before he left 
St. Louis with his family two months 
ago, Mr. Tinker occupied apartments in 
the St. Regis, on Lindell boulevard. An 
attachment suit, involving some of his 
furniture, which attracted attention ar 
the time of his departure, has since been 
settled. 

S. L. Swarts, of the firm of Lyon & 
Swarts, Tinker’s. St. Louis counse!; said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday: 
‘The incident in New Orleans sur- 
prised mé very much, and I put in a 
long-distance telephone call for the re- 
ceiver’s attorney to ask him about this 
new deyelopment. It was my under- 
standing that the itors had been 
satisfied and that the receivership wag 
to end by the first of the year. The re- 
ceiver’s attorney told me this wag also 
his expectation and that the matter of 
the $40 salary was a formality on the 
Court's’ part.”

Albert I Takes Oath of Office :Amid

BRUSSELS, Dec. 23.—Albert I, King 
of the Belgians, with his Queen, Bliza- 
} beth, made a state entry into the cap- 
ital from Laeken this morning. Can- 
non boomed forth a royal salute, church 
bells rang out and hundreds of thou- 
sands of loyal subjects lined .the route 
of the regal march crying ‘Long live 
Albert!"’ and “Long live Elizabeth!” 

When the procession arrived at the 
chamber where the oath of a&8rcension 
was to be taken, the succéssor of Leo- 
pold II was given a notable reception by 
the assembled senators and deputies, A 
feeble attempt of the socialists to make 
a republican demonstration failed mis- 
erably. At every. discordant note a 
fresh outburst of cheering drowned the 
voices of the malcontents. 

King Albert's’ speech from the throne 
was an eloquent tribute to Leopold I. 
and to his uncle, the late King Leopolg 
Il. He declared that the latter had per- 
formed @ prodigious work in . Affica 
with the constant thought of enriching 
the nation and increasing the economic 
resources of Belgium. |

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Deéc. 23\—Ex- 
President Zelaya has issued a mani- 
festo declaring that his surrender of 
the presidency was caused by a desire 
to save Nicaragua the humiliation of 
béeing outraged by a powerful nation, 
which is now exercising a decisive infly- 
ence over the destiny of Nicaragua. In 
his resistance against the imposition of 
tutelage, which was the forerunner of 
the conversion, of the Latin nations of 
this continent into dependencies of the 
United States, he asserts he had in- 
curred the hatred of that government, 
and when the defeat of the revolution- 
ists appeared certain the United States 
Government inexplicably severed rela- 
tions with Nicaragua through Secretary 
Knox’s letter to the charge d’affaires. 
tie protested to the world against the 
meddling of the United States'and the 
threat to land marines. 

Zelaya in his manifesto takes up va- 
ious clauses of the Knox letter in an 
attempt to refute certain charges with 
‘opies of_letters “he had received from 
John Gardner Coolidge, the former 
American Minister at Managua, thank- 
ing him for his courteous treatment in 
the matter of the claims of Guatemala 
and Salvador. 

The former President declares that the 
Américans, Cannon and Groce, were ex- 
ecuted according to law. This pretext 
for intervention, he asserts, is similar 
to that employed when the United States 
first intervened in Cuba, for there was 
no proof that the Maine was blown up 
by Spaniards; yet this was taken as a 
cause for action. Nor is there any 
proof that Cannon and Groce were put 
to death unlawfully. 

There are persistent rumors here that 
a force of Hondurans, now refugees in 
Guatemala, are preparing for a revolu- 
tion, and propose to invade Honduras at 
Ocotepeque.

The St. Louis Country Club will be 
dissolved and a new club organized if 
the recommendations of its board of di- 
rectors is approved at a meeting of the 
stockholders Jan. 1i.. The purpose is to 
purchase a tract of ground at North and 


‘South and Clayton roads in St. Louis 


County, and erect a fine new club build- 


ing, and to lay out golf links, baseba!l 
and polo grounds and tennis courts. 

The popularity of golf has made it 
necessary for the Country Club to own 
the land used for golf links. As the

By 
the adcption of this plan $215,000 can be 
raised in cash, leaving $35,000 to be 
raised by mortgage.

Sophomores’ Pennant Is Found 
Floating Over House Near 
: Campus, 


SHOTS FIRED AS SIGNAL 


Students Charter Special Car 
in Effort to Outwit 
Their ‘Rivals. 


Freshmen of Washington University 
were triumphant Thursday morning in 
the annual flag rush through the col- 
lapse of the elaborate strategic plans 


of the sophomores and the perfection of 
the freshmen’s scouting system, rather 
than through their physical prowess. 
The sophomores made their stand at a 
tree two miles south of the University, 
but when the freshmen had rushed them 
and by virtue of superior numbers had 
captured them, they found that the flag 
for which they had fought was an imi- 
tation. In the meantime, the real flag 
had been raised over a new house on 
Mcrherson avenue, east of Skinker road. 
Three scouting freshmen discovered it 20 
minutes before time was up and hauled 
it down and bore it in triumph to the 
university. 

Sophomores Are Outnumbered. 
The sophomores were outnumbered 
three to one by the freshmen and it 
was only by strategy that they could 
win. The main body spent all day 
Wednesday at the Valley Park Hotel 
perfecting their plans. In the evening, 
under the command of Henry Nelson, 
class president, and the fight captains, 
Roy Price and Page Golsan, they went 
to Meramec Highlands and rode back 
to the home of Ackerman, a sophomore, 
on Clayton road, near Price road, three 
miles west of the university. They 
were in telephonic communication with 
allies at-the university, who had tapped 
the freshmen’s wires and were learn- 
ing their plans. 

At 8:30 a. m. the sophomores left the 
Ackerman home on a special car they 
had chartered and were taken over an 
unused track to a point two miles 
south of the university, where they at-

Inspectors Watch Cars. 

Inspectors posted at Chouteau avenue, 
Cass avenue and Jefferson avenue for 
10 days watched every car that was 
operated during each 2% hours of that 
period. and reduced the results of their 
observations to a tabulation. 

These charts are now in the hands of 
the committee and are so prepared as 
to show the condition on any iine for 
any hour of the day on which the in- 
spectors were at work. 

Of the 6559 cars which entered the dls- 
trict between Chouteau avenue, Cass 
avenue and Jefferson avenue, 1296, or 20 
per cent, were overcrowded. The same 
percentage of those leaving that sec- 
tion were crowded to a like degree. 
Cars on the Grand avenue and Jeffer- 
son avenue divisions, when northbound, 
were overloaded in 24 per cent of the 
cases coming under the observation of 
the inspectors, while of those running 
in the opposite direction 12 per cent 
were congested. 


Olive Cars Net Se Bad. 

Somewhat better was the showing for 
cars in the district west of Grand ave- 
nue and south of Arsenal street. Those 
moving toward Olive street were crowd- 
ed in the proportion of three in every 
100, and those running from Olive street 
were crowded in the ratio of 6 in each 
100. 

Of the several divisions the cars on 
Fourth street represented the worst de- 
gree of congestion and inadequacy of 
service. Although cars on that line were 
running at an average interval of 2.9 
minutes, every one leaving the business 
district was crowded during the two 
‘|hours between 4:30 and 6:3 p. m. 
on the day of observation. Re- 
jtween, 6:30 and 8:30 a.m. cars 
moving townward were overcrowded to 
the extent of 8) per cent. 

From 4:30 until 6:30 p. m. outbound cars 
on the Cass avenue line were 96 per cent 
overloaded; 70 per cent of those on the 
| Cherokee line; 80 per cent of the Grand 
avenue cars; 8 per cent.of the Subur- 
ban cars; 63 per cent of those on the 
Jefferson avenue line; 6 per cent of 
those on the Laclede avenue line; 
per cent of those on Lee avenue; 77 per 
cent of the Manchester cars; 94 per cent 
of those on the Page division; 93 per 
cent of those on the Tower Grove line 
and & per cent of those on Franklin 
avenue were congested.
